INTRODUCTTOK? 

This  first  Progress  Report  describes  work  performed  through 
August  31,  1981,  for  the  Second  Option  Year  of  Contract  No. 
500-78-0052.  The  work  required  under  this  Contract  consists  of 
the  use  of  the  Physician  Practice  Cost  Survey  to  analyze  the 
variation  in  physicians'  costs.  Area  1,  and  the  general 
characteristics  of  physicians'  practices,  Area  4.  Teknekron 
Research,  Inc.  has  already  completed  the  required  work  for  the 
Base  Year  and  the  First  Option  Year  of  the  Contract  through  use 
of  the  input  data  from  the  1976  and  1977  Surveys.  The  Second 
Option  Year  continues  the  same  type  of  analysis  using  the  1978 
Survey. 


I.  IHE  1978  SURVEY  FILE 

The  1978   Physician  Practice   Cost  Survey  will   be  the   basis  for 
most   of  the   work   during  the   Second   Option  Year.     Teknekron 
received  the  Survey  data   in  the  form  of  a  tape   file  in  late  Hay 
of  1981.    Teknekron  proceeded  to  read   the  tape  file  by  revising 
programs  used  to   process  the  1977  Survey  file.     This  work  does 
require  considerable   effort  because   of  changes   in  formats   and 
coding.      We   noted    some   discrepancies    between   the    tape 
documentation  and  the  data  coding;  for  example,  the  missing  value 
specification  for  net   income  was  constructed  in  such   a  way  that 
when  high  net   income  was  added  to  the   categorical  variables  all 
cases   were   declared  missing.    No   notice   was   received   from 
N.O.R.C.  concerning  these  problems  but  a  replacement  tape  arrived 
without   explanation  in   mid-July.     N.O.R.C.    did  not   provide 
documentation  of   the  changes   between  the  two   tapes  so   that  we 
were  forced  to   rerun  programs  on  this  new  file.     With  this  new 
file  most  of   the  answers  to  the  Survey  questions   appear  to  have 
reasonable   distributions   but  the   means   for   many  of   the  ARE 
variables  are  apparently  not  correct  because  of  incorrect  coding, 
incorrect  format  specification,  or  an  absence  of  a  scaling  factor 
in  the  documentation.    We  have  also   noted  two  instances  of  what 
appear  to  be  duplicate  case  entries  in  the  file. 


II.    EDITING  OF  IHJS  3978  SURVEY 

As  with  the   1976  and  1977  Surveys,   Teknekron   will  provide  some 
editing   of   the    data   for   1978   to   cull    cases   which   have 
questionable  responses.    Teknekron  has   reviewed  this  problem  in 
its   previous   reports.     Most   of  the   errors   appear   to   have 
originated  in  responses  to  the  questions  rather  than  coding.   For 
example,   some   physicians  apparently  provided  purchase   cost  not 
depreciation  on   rent  and  equipment.     Also.   some   answered  the 
employee  questions   on  hours  and   salaries  on  a   typical  employee 
rather  than  the  total  basis  requested.    Particularly  in  previous 
years,   others   appear  to  have   misunderstood  the  meaning   of  the 
question   on   total   hours  at   medical   activities.     Even   when 
physicians  understood  certain  questions,    some  were  reluctant  to 
respond  accurately;   the   distribution  of  net  income   is  slightly 
bimodal  with  the  second  much  smaller   peak  in  the  last  closed-end 
category  for  net  income  which  indicated  that  many  physicians  were 
unwilling  to  state  their  actual  net   income  if  it  fell  within  the 
open  ended  range. 

For  1978,  Teknekron  has  already  provided  the  HCFA  with  several 
sorted  listings  for  the  cost  variables.  These  listings  were 
designed  to  aid  in  the  identification  of  cases  with  errors  in 
these  cost  variables.  The  variables  chosen  were  the  cost  of 
rent,  equipment,  supplies,  employee  salaries  and  malpractice 
insurance.    Each  cost  was  computed  on   a  per  physician  basis  (or 


per  employee   basis  in  the  case   of  employee  salaries)    and  then 
sorted  by  specialty  and  ordered  within  specialty  high  to  low. 
Several  additional  variables  were  added   to  this  record  including 
total  costs,  total  costs  per  visit,   the  number  of  office  visits, 
office  hours  and  total  hours,   employee  wages,   practice  type  and 
location.    These  additional  variables  were  to  aid  in  determining 
whether   a  very   high   or  low   value  for   the   cost  variable   was 
acceptable  given   the  other  practice  characteristics.     Also  the 
three  standard   deviation  upper   limit  cutoff   was  provided   as  a 
rough  guide   although  these  cost   distributions  are   not  normally 
distributed.    These  additional  variables  led  to  a  record  size  of 
approximately  125   bytes;   this   size  allowed   each  record   to  be 
presented  completely  on  a  separate   line  which  facilitated  visual 
examination  of   the  record's  characteristics.     This  examination 
allows  one   to  determine   whether  the  large   values  for   the  cost 
variables  are  inconsistent  with  the  remainder  of  the  record. 
Teknekron  provided   these  sorted  listings  to   the  HCFA  to   aid  in 
its  preparation   of  the  1978  Survey   file  as  input  to   a  separate 
report  on  the  characteristics  of   physicians  in  that  sample.    We 
also  have   used  these   listings  to   identify  cost   outliers.    To 
locate  outliers,   we  are  examining   other  variables  which  include 
the  hours,  visits  and  fees. 

Teknekron  is  developing  a  more  systematic  approach  to  editing. 
This  approach  would  comprise  seven  steps;  first,  identifying 
groups  of  related  variables  which  should  be  editied  together 
(Four  groups  seem  likely  candidates--  hours,  visits,  wages  and 
firms   costs.);     second,    testing    the   normality    of   their 


distributions;   third,   if  non-normal  attempting  to  transfMR>m  the 
variables   or   truncate   the    tails   differently   (for   example, 
eliminate   cases  in   the  upper   five   percent  and   the  lower   one 
percent  for   the  cost  variables);    fourth.   estimating  a   set  of 
^  regressions  with  the  each  variable  in  the  group  being  a  dependent 
variable  and  with  the  independent   variables  being  area  variables 
and  certain   practice  characteristics  which   are  not   missing  for 
most  observations;   fifth,   talong   the  estimated  coefficients  and 
the  varianc^ovariance  matrix  and  generating  estimated  values  and 
standard  errors  for  each  dependent  variable  in  the  group  for  each 
case;  sixth,  comparing  the  actual  and  estimated  values  and  if  the 
actual  exceeds  the   estimated  or  is  missing,  replacing  the  actual 
value  with  the  estimated  value  in  the  file;   seventh,  maintaining 
a  file  of  the  number  of  replacements  per  record  and  culling  cases. 
w*-H\  Teknekron  hopes  to  apply  this  approach  to  the  cost  variables 
but   it   is  not   certain   at   this   stage   that  the   approach   is 
completely  feasible   or  if  it  is   a  certain  improvement   over  the 
visual  examination  and  use  of  judgement   on  a  case  by  case  basis. 
More  information  on  this  method  and   its  success  will  be  provided 
in  the   next  Progress   Report.   ts^^eater   than  a   certain  maximuiJT.  '"

III.  COMBINATION  OF  THE  1976.  1977  AND  1978  SURVEYS 

^.As  indicated  above,  much  of  the  work  for  the  Second  Option  Year 
consists  of  replicating  the  statistical  procedures  completed  in 
the  previous  year  using  as  input  the  1978  Survey.  The  remainder 
of  the  work  will  consist  of  using  the  combined  Surveys  from  1976, 
1977  and  1978  to  estimate  changes  which  have  occurred  across  the 
three  years,  to  re-estimate  some  of  the  models  presented  in  the 
prior  two  years  to  guarantee  consistency  in  approach,  and  to  look 
more  closely  at  the  characteristics  of  groups  whose  sample  size 
was  not  large  enough  in  any  one  year  (e.g.  physician  employees 
and  sub-groups  of  female  physician  employees). 

The  work   to  combine   these  Surveys  is   proceeding  and   has  taken 
much   of  the   effort  during   this   initial  period   of  the   Second 
Option  Year  of  the  contract.    This  work  requires  identifying  the 
variables   of  interest   and  their   differences  in   coding  in   the 
three  years.    Most  variables  in   the  Survey  were  retained  across 
the   three    years:    visits,     hours.    practice    organization 
characteristics,  firm  costs,   fees,   employee  wages  and  hours  and 
participation   in  medical   programs.    The   definitions  for   some 
variables   were   changed;    for   instance,    hours   in   1978   are 
percentages  of  total  hours  not  actual  hours  as  in  previous  years. 
The  coding   order  for  certain   categorical  variables   was  changed 
from  year  to   year.    Some  variables  were  included   in  some  years 
and  not  others;    for  example,   size  of   malpractice  coverage  was 


asked  in  1976  but  not  later.     Other  variables  were  included  for 
only  a  subset  in  some  years;  pension  contributions  for  physicians 
were  available  for  all  firms  in  1976   and  1977  but  only  groups  in 
1978.    Coding  rules  for  missing   values  were  changed  annually  by 
N.O.R.C.   Also  the  order  of  the  variable  was  changed  from  year  to 
year.   N.O.R.C.   changed  the  definition  and  order  of  the  appended 
variables   taken   from   the  A.M. A.    files   describing   ««   some 
personal   characterisitics   of  the   physician— age, license   year, 
school   code  and   graduation  year.     N.O.R.C.    did  not   provide 
adequate  documentation   for  these   variables  in  any  year   and  in 
each  year,   listings  were  necessary  to  identify  the  variables  and 
the  coding   rules,   particularly  the   school  and   graduation  year 
variables.    The  order,  definition  and  availability  of  the  A.R.F. 
variables  changed  annually. 

These  differences  among  the  three  years  requires  considerable 
work  to  resolve  in  order  to  concatenate  the  three  files.  We  have 
established  the  set  of  variables  which  will  be  taken  from  each 
year.  They  include  all  the  variables  from  the  Surveys  so  that 
when  a  variable  appears  in  one  year  but  not  the  next,  it  will  be 
coded  as  missing.  We  have  re-coded  all  missing  value 
designations  to  one  value  which  is  -9  to  save  space  and  insure 
consistency.  Where  definitions  are  inconsistent,  either  separate 
variables  are  being  created  or  notes  are  being  made  in  the 
central  documentation.  This  documentation  provides  a  central 
directory  to  the  combined  file.  Of  course,  for  effective 
concatenation  the  variables  are  re-ordered;  we  have  chosen  the 
order  in  1978  with  non-1978  variables  appearing  near  related  1978 


variables  (e.g.   malpractice  coverage).     None  of  this  extensive 
re-construction  was  expected  when  Teknekron  originally  bid  on  the 
contract  and   is  outside  the  scope   of  the  contract   work  effort. 
Teknekron  is  completing  this  work  in   order  to  facilitate  its  own 
estimation  for  the  three  years. 


IV.  PESCRIPTION  QF  PRELIMINARY  WORK,  WITH  THE  197B  SURVEY 

This  Section  reviews  some  preliminary  results  using  data  from  the 
1978  Survey.  The  programs  which  read  the  1978  file  have  been 
completed  and  the  data  has  been  examined  for  possible  errors  in 
formating  and  coding.  The  file  is  now  ready  for  the  statistical 
work.  This  work  had  focused  on  an  analysis  of  the  cost  shares 
and  the  fees. 

The   attached  tables   present   the  cost   shares   for  the   fifteen 
specialties.    They  are  defined  on   the  firm-wide  basis  using  the 
10.8  percent   overhead  imputation   and  without   including  pension 
payments  in   net  income.     The  employee   share  does   not  include 
fringe  benefits   in  the  first  set   of  tables  (numbered   1  through 
6),   but  the  fringe   benefit  share  is  added  in  the   second  set  of 
tables.   Note  that  this  change   increases  the  employee  share  from 
0.1529  to  0.1680,   or  approximately  ten  percent.    This  result  is 
consistent  with  the  mean  fringe  rate   of  12  percent  but  seems  low 
given  that   the  social  security   tax  rate  was   approximately  four 
percent  in  1978;    that  leaves  only  eight   percent  for  disability 
and  health  insurance  premiums  if  no  other  benefits  were  provided. 
Tables  1   through  6   match  the  cost   share  definitions   which  the 
HCFA  used  in   the  calculation  of  the  weights  for   Fee  Screen  Year 
1982.    Tables   7  through   12  differ   only  with   the  addition   of 
fringe  benefits.    In   general,   these  cost  shares   do  not  differ 
greatly   from  those   provided  from   the   1977  Survey.     Expenses 


continue  to  reduce  the  share  going  to  net  income  slightly. 
In  later  work,  Teknekron  will  examine  the  possibility  of  imputing 
net   income   from   an   equation    estimated   using   the   employee 
physician   responses.    Teknekron   will  probably   smooth  the   net 
income  distribution  and  re-assign  values   in  the  last  category  if 
necessary.   Also  we  will  examine  other  data  sources  to  adjust  the 
overhead  share   if  required.    The  firm-wide   malpractice  payment 
will  be  used  in  alternative  cost  share  definitions. 
The  remaining   tables  present  the   office  and   hospital  follow-up 
fees   and  reimbursements   from  the   various   third  party   payers. 
Note   that    for   both,   the   reimbursement    from   Medicaid    is 
approximately   half  the   fee.    Average   reimbursement  from   Blue 
Shield  for   office  follow-up  visits   is  lower  than   from  Medicaid 
probably   because    of   the   Blue    Shield   deductible    and   the 
physician's  interpretation  of  the  question  as  meaning  the  average 
overall  not  the  average  after  the  deductible.   Note  that  even  for 
the  hospital  fee  which  is  usually  fully  covered,   the  Blue  Shield 
reimbursement  is  less  than  75  percent  of  the  fee.    Medicare  pays 
about  60  percent   and  Medicaid  50.   This   pattern  persists  across 
all  specialties. 


y.    OUTLINE  OF  WORK  FOR  THE  SECOND  OPTION  YEAR 

T^This  Section  provides  a  brief  outline  of  the  proposed  work  for 
Option  Year  Two.  The  cost  share  analysis  completed  for  1977  will 
be  replicated  for  1978.  This  will  consist  of  an  extensive  set  of 
tables  of  cost  shares  and  cost  averages  given  different 
definitions.  The  Manovas  and  the  cost  share  equations  will  be 
estimated.  This  effort  will  include  new  work  on  estimating  net 
income  from  a  human  capital  equation  using  the  physician 
employees  as  the  sample.  It  will  also  include  use  of  the  firm- 
wide  and  physician  specific  malpractice  premiums.  Employee  wages 
will  include  the  reported  fringe  benefits  which  were  unavailable 
before  1978.  Both  the  space  and  equipment  variables  will  be 
examined  using  auxiliary  variables.  Finally,  for  a  limited 
number  of  cost  share  definitions,  results  will  be  presented  for 
each  of  the  three  years. 

Teknekron  does  not  propose  to  determine  which  of  the  physician 
firms  is  an  efficient  producer  as  a  preliminary  step  in  the  cost 
share  analysis.  We  hope  that  the  extensive  data  editing  will  be 
sufficient  to  cull  cases  in  which  the  physician  claimed 
excessively  large  expenses  for  rent  or  equipment.  To  complete 
this  work  properly  would  require  a  method  *o  discriminate  between 
the  efficient  and  inefficient  firms  in  the  sample  and^which  would 
be  estimated  using  only  a  sample  of  efficient  firms.  The  first 
part  is   not  difficult  with  the   proper  data  on  prices;    one  can 


test  for  the  satisfaction  of  either  the  first  order  (  equality  of 
the  ratios  of  price  and  marginal  product)  or  both  the  first  and 
second  conditions  (comparison  ot  actual  and  estimated  total  cost 
given  an  estimated  cost  equation).  But  the  second  requirement  is 
a  logical  impossibility;  we  cannot  develop  estimates  for 
efficient  producers  using  a  sample  which  includes  both  the 
efficient  and  the  inefficient.  If  one  were  to  argue  that  the 
inefficient  producers  will  not  impact  much  on  the  statistical 
outcome,  then  one  is  arguing  that  other  estimation  results  such 
as  the  calculation  of  the  cost  shares  will  not  be  affected  by  the 
presence  of  the  inefficient  producers. 

The  comparison  of  the  three  years  will  use  both  Manova  and 
regression.  These  two  techniques  should  allow  us  to  test  whether 
a  shift  in  the  cost  shares  has  occurred  across  the  three  years. 
Because  the  Surveys  do  not  constitute  part  of  a  panel,  the  use  of 
categorical  variables  to  represent  the  separate  years  will  be  the 
only  statistical  adjustment  necessary  to  account  for  the  time 
series  aspect  of  the  combined  sample. 

Additional  work  will  examine  the  change  in  wage  rates  for 
employees  if  the  editing  necessary  is  successful.  Many  erroneous 
responses  were  encountered  in  these  fields  in  the  data 
examination  to  date.  Also  more  work  on  costs  per  visit  will  be 
completed  to  compare  the  three  years. 

The  impact  of  the  Medicare  Economic  Index  will  be  examined  using 
Index  updated  1976  prevailings  available  on  A.R.F.  This  work 
will  consist  of  comparisons  of  fees.  Medicare  reimbursements  and 
prevailing  charges   for  the  office   and  hospital   follow-up  fees. 


We  will  estimate  the  ratio  of  prevailings  to  fees  to  determine 
whether  the  Index  constrained  prevailing  has  become  increasingly 
restrictive.  We  will  also  examine  the  change  in  the  distribution 
of  fees  and  the  ratio  of  prevailings  to  fees  across  the  three 
years.  In  order  to  understand  the  changes  in  this  relation, 
Teknekron  will  attempt  to  build  a  fee  model  for  the  physician 
firm  but  construction  of  the  model  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the 
contract.  A  new  formal  model  is  not  being  promised  as  part  of 
the  Final  Report.
